■ Whenever we see the blossoms fading, 
we can rest assured that this pernici¬ 
ous bug is getting in his work. 

I have found from long years of ex- 
1 P e rience that the insects are more 
numerous during dry weather than at 
any other time. The cucumber louse 
is aided in his work.of destruction by 
a small species of ant that seems to 
harbor in clusters in the small crev- 
, ices of the bloom. Almost every form 
of solution and composition has been 
tried for the purpose of exterminating 
this destructive insect, which has 
Wrought so much harm to all vine 
plants. Lime has been used by a 
number of the commercial growers, 
put without any apparent success. 
Spraying has been practiced to a great 
extent, but many report an utter fail¬ 
ure. 

There is nothing which I have tried 
which has proved so successful in de¬ 
stroying insects as wood ashes, says 
the correspondent of Country Gentle¬ 
man. One application of wood ashes 
slightly moistened with kerosene has 
done more for me in the way of ex- 
terminating bugs and insects than all 
other compounds combined. I save all 
the ashes through the winter, storing 
them in some dry place. This is very - 
essential, for should they once become 
water soaked, they will lose much of 
their yalue as an exterminator. When 
I am ready to apply the ashes to the 
plants, I dampen them slightly with '' 
kerosene, just sufficient to moisten. I 
then shake a small handful around the ] 
stem of each plant and a sprinkle on 1 
the leaves. One must exercise care • 
not to use a large quantity of kero- 1 
sene, for when applied it would be in- 1 
jurious to the blossoms and leaves. s

two and three years old.

Care Must Be Taken to Do It Just at 
the Right Time. 

As onions approach maturity, the 
time of harvesting tjiem should be 
carefully watched. When they are 
mature the stems will show it by dry¬ 
ing up and lopping over, and the 
onions should be harvested at this 
time to avoid a second growth start¬ 
ing in. It has been found by those 
who grow them under irrigation that 
the crop could be very easily spoiled. 
This was done by there being a check 
in the growth of the 'onions just be¬ 
fore maturity, and the irrigator think¬ 
ing he would continue the develop¬ 
ment by an extra watering. The ex¬ 
tra watering resulted in starting What 
Is known as a second growth, a new 
shoot being sent up from the onions 
and many of the onions dividing into 
two parts. This injures them for sell¬ 
ing in the markets, and also injures 
their keeping qualities, says the Farm¬ 
ers’ Review. If the onions stop grow¬ 
ing for any cause, either because they 
have not been supplied wtlh adequate 
water or because the natural rain fall 
is not abundant, it is better to harvest 
them at once, even though they are 
somewhat immature. The best keep-

connect the ends with wooden braces 
made of one by one and one half inch 
stuff at top and bottom on each side 
as shown. Run a light Iron rod from 
one end piece to the other at center. 

To hold the timber in place when 
sawing secure a hickory pole about 
two inches in diameter and six feet 
long. . Fasten one end to the ground at 
one side of the horse by means of -a 
stake or a bent wooden staple as illus¬ 
trated. Bend the pole over the timber 
to be held and fasten with a forked 
stake set in the ground. But, says the 
Orange Judd Farmer, a small post 
with holes bored in one side a few 
Inches apart and a pin to fasten in 
the holes will be found preferable to 
forked stick, as the pole can thus 
be sprung down and held at different 
points to suit the various kinds of 
wood laid on the saw horse.

If you get your scalp in good healthy 
condition, you may pull out the few 
gray hairs, and when the coloring pig¬ 
ment has been thoroughly stimulated 
to do its work, the hair will again re¬ 
sume its natural color. In my own ex¬ 
perience I have known many cases 
where the coloring pigment has been re¬ 
stored and stimulated, and new glossy 
black oi' brown hairs have made their 
appearance, and sometimes even the 
gray hair has resumed its natural color. 
If the hair, however, continues to turn 
gray from age, a shock or anxiety, 
treat the scalp carefully, as I have 
said in a former article, and your gray 
hair will bo your pride. Take my 
earnest advice, do not use any kind 
of hair dyes; they are abominations 
and in every ease are injurious to the 
scalp and health, besides injuring the 
complexion in a short time, Do not 
use peroxide for bleaching the hair;

Shading Summer Head Lettuce. 

When the plants begin to make 
good growth, mulch the ground 
among them with strawy manure. 
Then place a frame over the bed to 
protect the plants from the hot sun. 
Make the frame of lath nailed to solid 
strips at each end, leaving an inch 
space between laths. Drive stakes at 
the corners of the bed and rest the 
frame on them, having it 15 to 18 
inches above ground. This shades 
them considerably and with the help 
of the mulch a good crop of crisp sol¬ 
id heads can be produced. 


Ripening Peach Wood. 

Much can be done to make trees 
endure more cold and to ripen wood 
and fruit buds before cold weather. 
Cultivate early in the season to make 
best growth possible, then stop cul¬ 
ture in early August. Last of August 
cut about one-third of this year’s 
growth off to cause the ripening of 
wood and fruit buds. All tall limbs 
should be cut off, leaving trees six to 
nine feet high. I use long handled 
fruit shears and can trim from 50 to 
150 trees a day. 


Two Origins of Clay.

Farming is the foundation of civil¬ 
ization, 4 is the basis of all other 
creations of what we call civilization. 
Before it was developed, nations were 
savage. The nations that have been 
most civilized have paid the most at¬ 
tention to agriculture. The savages 
regard it of such little importance that 
the men generally consider it a fit 
occupation for * the weaker sex. All 
the products of our country are really 
dependent on agriculture, and the 
more enlightened the agriculture the 
more prosperous will be the nation. 
Until man began to till the fields we 
cannot conceive of him doing any la¬ 
bor, Hunting and fishing were more 
in the nature of recreation than of 
labor,. The business of farming is one 
that greatly affects the character, for 
by it man is brought into close con¬ 
tact with nature. For this reason 
farmers have always been regarded 
as the mainstay of every nation. Hor¬ 
ace, in reviewing the glorious history 
of the Roman commonwealth, says 
that the heroes that won the battles 
that made the nation great were not 
from the cities, but were from the 
farms of the country, where they had 
been taught morality. The business 
of fanning has undergone great 
changes in the last 50 years. Taken 
as a whole the business of farming 
was far harder 50 years ago than it 
is to-day. Many a farmer will remem¬ 
ber that in the old days, when the 
crops were large and all work had to 
be done by hand, it was exceedingly 
difficult to get enough men to save the 
crops. It was therefore necessary 
that men begin work early and con¬ 
tinue to labor till late. It was not un¬ 
common, during haying time and tho 
time of harvesting the wheat crop, for 
the laborers to be in the field by five 
o’clock in the morning and work till 
the stars were shining at night. If 
foul weather threatened, they worked 
even under moon and stars. That was 
not considered unreasonable labor, for 
the gathering of the crops was looked 
upon as emergency work. Now the 
horses and machines do in a few hours 
more than the men by the old process¬ 
es could do in the longest day. A ten- 
year-old boy, with the proper ma¬ 
chines and horses, will do more work 
now in an eight hour day than several 
men would then do in a 16 hour day. 
At that time the farmer was looked 
upon as the hardest working man in 
the country, little time being left him 
for mental improvement. It is no sur¬ 
prise then, says the Farmers’ Re¬ 
view, to know that at that time 
wheat brought a much higher price 
than in this day. It cost more in 
labor. The business of farming 
has taken great strides forward 
and is no longer looked upon as 
the business requiring the greatest 
amount of drudgery and giving the 
least amount of comfort. The farmer 
of to-day is not the kind of man the 
comic papers picture. The progress¬ 
ive farmer of to-day is a gentleman 
and is doing business in a business 
way. The business of farming is as 
much a commercial enterprise as is 
any business that is carried on 'in the 
city.
